Ara bs’ Veg a s Weekend 


LAS VEGAS, Nev . (U PI) - T hree oil-rich 
S au di A rabian p rinces lost $1 million in a 
w eekend gam bling sp ree, a casino m anager 
said today . 
“ In my 21 y ears here I’v e seen a lot of big 
sp enders, bu t I’v e nev er seen any one sp end 
m oney and gam ble on the order of the 
A rabs,” said M orrie Jaeger, casino m anager 
of th e M GM G rand H otel. He said the 
A rabians gav e single tip s of u p to $200. 
A rabs loaded w ith oil dollars hav e become 
a regu lar featu re of casino life here, he said, 
bu t althou gh they trav el w ith hu ge retinu es, 
they keep ou t of sight by sticking to the 
ex clu siv e “ high roller” clu bs. 
T he three Sau di A rabians insisted for 
secu rity reasons on gam bling only in the 
M etro C lu b, w hich is restricted to those who 
hav e a line of credit of a t least $10,000. 
“ E ach p rince w alked into the M etro C lu b 
w ith three gu ards in front, three gu ards 
behind and one on each side,’’ Jaeger said. 
He said they p laced bets of $20,000 or more 
a t a tim e, p lay ing rou lette, crap s, blackjack 
and baccarat. 


"T ip ! M y God, did they tip !” said a 
secu rity gu ard a t the M etro C lu b. “They 
gav e the m aids $5 0 each .” 


A fem ale p hotograp her said she was tip p ed 
$200. “ N othing like this ev er hap p ened 
before," she said. 
Jaeger said th a t other "w ealthy Arabs 
hav e been fly ing into Las Vegas on their 
p riv ate jets the p ast sev eral weeks. One Arab 
has been fly ing in here on a regu lar basis. 
“ He gam bles all ov er town ... He alone 
drop p ed $1 million one night recently . He 
beat u s too. One night he won $200,000.” 
A M etro C lu b gu ard said the A rabians’ 
secu rity men were “ discreetly arm ed ,” when 
asked abou t ru m ors am ong hotel workers 
som e of them had su bm achine gu ns. 
Jaeger described m ost of the A rabs as 
“y ou nger m en, in their 30s and 40s, well 
edu cated in English and A m erican u niv er­ 
sities. Fine gentlem en, v ery easy to get along 
w ith. 
“ We hop e they keep com ing.”

(come Janu ary and the C arey A dm inistration) " it’s a whole 
new ballgam e. 
And the “ hop efu ls” inclu de some of the better known 
D em ocratic nam es in U lster C ou nty , am ong them K ingston 
C orp oration C iu nsel Aaron E. K lein; last y fear’s candidate 
for Fam ily C ou rt Ju dge W illiam M u llany , and form er 
C ou ntv Ju dge (by gu bernatorial ap p ointm ent) W illiam 
Kelly . 
T he “ p lu m ” is C ou rt of A p p eals Ju stice-elect Law rence 
M . Cooke’s seat on the ap p ellate div ision of the T h ird 
Ju dicial 
D istrict. And for D em ocrats who hav e been 
dep riv ed the fru its of v ictory for som e 16 y ears it is a 
deliciou s p lu m : $49 ,(XX) a y ear p lu s ex p enses and a leg u p 
for reelection nex t fall to a fu ll 14-y ear term . 
Few wou ld refu se it. “ It is the highest honor th at can be 
bestowed on an attorney ,” was the way K lein p u t it and on 
th a t p oint, at least, m ost of the contestants cou ld p robably 
agree. 
T he decision will be solely th a t of Gov . elect H u gh Garey 
who will take office early nex t m onth. Bu t it is by no m eans 
a foregone conclu sion th a t U lster will get the ju dgeship . 
C ou nty R ep u blicans ap p arently labored u nder th a t m is­ 
ap p rehension for m ost of the au tu m n only to see W ilson, who 
carried U lster C ou nty by som e 9 6 5 v otes (on the strength

C ou nty D em ocrats are carefu lly w atching A lbany , y et to 
be heard from, and Su lliv an cou nty where a strong challenge 
is ex p ected from M ilton Lev ine, last y ear’s candidate for 
Su p rem e C ou rt. 
S trictly a nu m erical basis, Su lliv an wou ld ap p ear to be 
ou t of it.

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Israeli S h ells S lam S ou th ern Leb an ese Town

Israeli artillery rained shells today on the southern 
I>ehanese town of Nabatieh, wounding 10 persons and 
destroying 15 houses in a two-hour barrage, residents of the 
area said. 
I^ebanese antiaircraft units opened up on Israeli warplanes 
nearby, but the jets did not attack and appeared to be on 
a reconnaissance mission to inspect damage of the barrage, 
newsmen in the area said. 
The Israeli predawn ground fire tore into three Nabatieh 
residential quarters and their markets, witnesses said. 
Rescue crews dug in the wreckage seeking possible further 
victims while sonic booms of the Israeli jets echoed aiross 
the town. 
Nabatieh has a large Palestinian population. A nearby 
refugee camp was destroyed in an air raid last May. 
On Thursday Israeli warplanes strafed Palestinian refugee 
camps on the outskirts of Beirut in their closest attack yet 
to the Lebanese capital. 
Lebanese Premier Rashid Solh said one person, a woman. 


was killed and ten others were wounded in the raid, 
It followed a guerrilla grenade attack in a crowded Tel 
Aviv movie theater a day earlier in which three persons died 
and 53 were injured. 


Israeli Information Minister Aharon Yariv said Thursday, 
“ We have a long war with our neighbors and the Palesti­ 
nians." 
In Beirut, the Palestine Liberation Organization news 
agency WAFA said the Israeli air attack “ shows that the 
enemy has lost its nerve." 
It said two of the warplanes were shot down, but Israel 
said all returned safely after setting a guerrilla training base 
on fire. 
The Israeli national radio said guerrillas fired 15 Soviet- 
made Katysha rockets at midnight at targets near the 
northern Israeli town of Safad but there were no damages 
or casualties. Israeli artillery returned the fire, the radio 
said. 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin denied in an 


interview broadcast Thursday in London that Israel had 
become a nuclear power. 


"Israel is not a nuclear power, a nuclear country," he said 
in an interview on Independent Television News. “ It has 
been the first to say that it won't introduce nuclear weapons 
in the Middle Fast." 
Rabin added, however, that his country faces a nuclear 
dilemma because “ we can't afford to be the second, but we 
can’t afford to be the first either." 
In Beirut, Solh said Lebanon would lodge an official 
complaint before the United Nations denouncing the air 
raid. 
"Israel, who is now facing a crisis in the occupied 
territories, committed this aggression to distract public 
opinion from the crisis she is now facing," he said. 
The Israeli command said its warplanes attacked a 
guerrilla installation that is “ isolated from any civilian 
population and serves as a training base for A1 Fatah and 
the PLO."

Britain Con sid ers New Au sterity Measu res 


LONDON (U PI) - The 
British government con­ 
sidered new austerity meas­ 
ures today to bolster an econ­ 
omy reeling from inflation, 
the weakest pound ever and 
the lowest stock exchange in 
20 years. 
London economists said the 
Bank of England would pro­ 
bably raise the minimum len­ 


ding rate from the present 
11.5 per cent to as much as 13 
per cent to try to stem the 
flow of the sterling out of the 
country. 


The measure would make 
money scarcer and more dif­ 
ficult for Britons to boirow. 
Prim e M inister Harold 
Wilson has called the British 


economic crisis the gravest 
since World War II. 


The British pound and the 
Stock Exchange hit new lows 
after the November trade fig­ 
ures released Thursday 
showed a record $1 billion 
deficit. 
Despite support from the 
Bank of England, the pound 


fell to a level 21.9 per cent 
below the rate of December, 
1971. Lack of investor con­ 
fidence took the Financial 
Time» index for the stock 
exchange down to 150.

A NA TO Wa nting o n New Ara b Oil Bo yco tt 


BRU SSELS (UPI) — The head of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization warned that a new Arab oil boycott 
would “ inflict a fatal blow" to some Western economies, 
NATO sources said today. 


NATO Secretary General Joseph Luns told a private 
session of foreign ministers that a new Arab embargo might 
force some nations of the Western alliance to abandon the 
free-market economic system, the sources said. 
The speech, the sources said, set the grim tone for the 
twoday meeting of the 15 NATO foreign ministers, including 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


Luns, predicting an oil deficit of $300 billion by 1980, said 
the present economic situation “ could well be idyllic" if the 
Arabs imposed a new oil boycott. 
In a new embargo, he said, "the impact may be such as 
to inflict a fatal blow to existing free-market economies and 
thus to existing social systems of certain countries." 
Luns predicted the Arabs would call another boycott, 
either partial or total, if another Middle East war were to 
erupt. He said the embargo would result in “ renewed 
frictions in transatlantic relations." 
Luns said he could offer no other solution than continued 
“ cohesion and solidarity.”

TROYES, France (UPI) — A libel case th at h inged on th e 
q u estion of wh o killed Jesu s Ch rist h as come to an end, bu t 
th e 2,000-y ear-old debate remained u nresolv ed. 
A civ il cou rt in th is central France town h as awarded 
sy mbolic damages of one franc (20 cent« ) to Jacq u es Isorni, 
a p rominent Paris lawy er wh o argu ed th at th e Romans were 
resp onsible for Ch rist's cru cifix ion. 
Th e th ree-ju dge tribu nal ordered Fath er Goerges de 
Nantes, th e ou tsp oken Roman Cath olic p riest wh o called 
Isorni a “ renegade Ch ristian,” to p u blish th e v erdict in th e 
religiou s magazine h e edits. 
Bu t th e cou rt refu sed to ru le on th e larger th eological 
q u estion wh ich dominated th e disp u te and attracted in­ 
ternational attention to th e trial. 
Th e ju dges said th ey were not comp etent to ru le on 
th eology and confined th eir ru ling to th e defamation issu e. 
Isorni sTaid th e p riest libeled h im after th e 19 6 7 ap p earance 
of Isomi's book, “Th e Tru e Trial of Jesu s," in wh ich h e 
argu ed: "th e cru cifix ion was a Roman p u nish m ent carried 
ou t following a Roman p rocedu re." 
Isorni said th e Jews conv icted Jesu s becau se th ey th ou gh t 
h e was an imp oster for th e Messiah bu t cou ld not carry ou t 
th e sentence. He contended Ch rist was cru cified for leading 
a gu errilla stru ggle against th e Roman occu p ation, not for 
say ing h e was th e Son of God. 
In 19 73 de Nantes rep lied in th e magazine, “Cath olic 
Cou nter-Reform in th e 20th Centu ry ." He accu sed Isorni of 
falsify ing th e New Testament and called Ju saism “a false 
religion wh ich , for being antiCh rist. is necessarily Satanic." 
Th e 5 0-y ear-old p riest wrote of Isorni: “ He u nceasingly 
disp u tes th e New Testam ent to p rop u p h is th esis. Th e New 
Testam ent being th e only base p ermitting an analy sis of th e 
trial of Jesu s, Mr. Isorni h as beh av ed as a renegade 
Ch ristian and denied all th e teach ings and fou ndations of 
th e Roman Cath olic Ch u rch ." 
De Nantes argu ed in h is libel defense th at C h rist’s 
Israelite ju dges mu st h av e known h e was th e Son of God 
wh en th ey sentenced h im to death and were th u s gu ilty of 
killing 
a god.

KANSAS» CITY—Ben eath the gossamer facade of un ity 
masterfully con trived by n ation al chairman Robert Strauss 
at the Democratic midterm con ven tion is this porten t of 
future discord: the party ’s powerful left win g remain s 
un alterably opposed to the two most active early challen gers 
for the presiden tial omin ation .

What has chan ged is 
the upgraded possibility that Jackson might be n omin ated, 
as liberals appraise his well-fin an ced campaign an d the 
early absen ce of a viable con ten der who is acceptable to the 
left. 
“I could vote for George Wallace easier than for Scop 
Jackson ,” Lt. Gov. William Dougherty of South Dakota told 
us. Dougherty , who leaves public office in Jan uary , was 
say in g on the record what scores of other well-placed 
Democrats here would n ot be quoted on . The head of on e 
Midwestern delegation in formed us he would con sider 
movin g toward a Eugen e McCarthy in depen den t can didacy 
if Jackson was closin g in on the Democratic n omin ation . 
The reason s in volve visceral emotion al question s n ot 
formally con sidered by this con ven tion . Critics say Jackson 
can n ever erase his past support for Vietn am, n or his presen t 
iden tification with the so-called m ilitary - in dustrial com­ 
plex. Thus, liberal delegates here largely ign ored Jackson ’s 
agen ts. 
The immutability of Jackson ’s guilt has en couraged 
Ben tsen ’s bright, y oun g political aides to feel he can be sold 
to the left as preferable to Jackson . To that Ben tsen through 
a corwded * Kan sas City schedule in the most ambitious 
presiden tial operation here.

To little or n o avail. The left delegates here gen erally view 
Ben tsen as on ly margin ally better than Jackson , an d a few 


con sider him worse (’’The n ew John Con n ally ,” sn eered 
on e). Moreover, a quiet campaign to un dermin e Ben tsen has 
begun with remin ders of his con servative past, in cludin g his 
hard-n osed 1970 primary campaign un seatin g liberal Sen . 
Ralph Yarborough. 
To coun ter Jackson an d Ben tsen , old familiar n ames were 
brough up here. Some Ken n edy loy alists forecast, without 
apparen t con viction , the possible presiden tial resurrection 
of Sen . Edward M. Ken n edy . A cqmeback by Sen . Edmun d 
S. Muskie was discussed by on e old Muskie han d, who 
quickly con ceded Muskie might n ot be willin g to en dan ger 
his 1976 Sen ate reelection . There was in evitable speculation 
about Sen . George McGovern ’s try in g again . 
This early , the liberals feel con cern rather than pan ic. But 
the lon ger it takes to develop a liberal challen ger, the 
stron ger Jackson may have become an d the bloodier the 
con fron tation could be. 
Doctrin aire liberals did n ot leave here with a warm glow 
of un ity from Strauss’s stage-direction . Their frustration at 
n ot greatly affectin g con ven tion decision s on ly con firms 
their in ten ded hard lin e on presiden tial selection in 1976. 
These porten ts explain why a han dful of kn owledgeable 
Democratic leaders looks to Hugh Carey , un kn own n ation al­ 
ly an d just elected govern or of New York, as the can didate 
who could truly un ite the n ation al party , acceptable to but 
n ot con trolled by the left. Con sequen tly , they had hoped for 
Carey ’s leadin g the New York delegation here to begin 
makin g himself kn own to other state leaders. 
But on Thursday , Carey telephon ed the state Democratic 
chairman , Patrick Cun n in gham, to tell him the busin ess of 
state govern men t kept him from leavin g New York. That 
busin ess will put off an y Carey n ation al comin g-out party 
for an other y ear, preven tin g him from affectin g an other, 
pote n tially fatal, Democratic collision over presiden tial 
politics.

An y man who say s he speaks for all the people 
of Israel is deaf an d dumb. He is as witless as the 
man who say s he speaks for all Roman Catholics 
or all Baptists. Opin ion is alway s fragmen ted, 
whether we speak of strife or rigths. 


If the charge that Jews “stick together” is even 
remotely true, it is because man kin d spen t 2,000 
y ears try in g to drive them apart. Jews who become 
assimilated in alien lan ds ren oun ce a profoun d 
history of scholarship an d wisdom. The defen sive 
Jew is sometimes the most ven omous an ti-Semite. 


Rabbi Baruch Korff empathizes with Richard 
Nixon . Does he speak for 6,000,000 American 
Jews? He could hold his followers in his han d. The 
ascetic Hasidim live apart from other Israelis in 
Jerusalem because they believe that there can be 
n o homelan d for the Jews un til the Messiah comes.

The Orien tal Jews have a lower stan dard of livin g 
in Tel Aviv than European Jews. The Law of 
Return admits both.

Im­ 
possible. Years ago, I did a half-hour program for 


ABC every day for 14 weeks, reportin g the trial of 
Adolf Eichman n . 
It won an Emmy , an d I won the Brookly n 
Hadassah award. An d y et I said man y times that 
I believed the trial was a propagan da effort to keep 
the world from forgettin g the slaughterin g of the 
in n ocen ts in German con cen tration camps. 
To kidn ap Eichman n was a violation of the 
sovereign ty of Argen tin a. To try him in a lan d that 
didn ’t exist when atrocities were perpetrated in 
German y was a farce. The Jews who kidn apped 
him would have don e better to shoot him in 
Buen os Aires. 
Bon ds are loan s to be repaid. Sabras shrug when 
they see rich American s. It is n ot that they do n ot 
appreciate econ omic assistan ce; it is that they 
fitht with their backs to their homes an d they will 
n ot truckle to an y body who mails a check. 
Even the Kn esset (parliamen t) disagrees with 
itself—sometimes in violen ce. Some of the older 
heads wan t to give lan d back to the Arabs in 
exchan ge for official recogn ition , a durable peace 
an d trade agreemen ts. The y oun g militan ts call 
this a “sellout” an d fight the govern men t. 
An y decision , ben evolen t or in tractable, may 
sun der Israel. For cen turies the Jews, like crisp 


keaves in a high win d, have been scattered in the 
n ation s of the world..

Bolivia Re je c ts 
Naz i Extr adition 


LA PAZ (U PI) — The Bolivian Supreme Court haa refuaed 
to extradite a wartime Nazi commander known as the 
"Butcher of Lyons" to face a death sentence in France. 


I*gal sources said Wednesday the 12-judge court has 
blocked France’s three-year fight to prosecute Klaus Barbie, 
a Gestapo chief wanted for war crimes in Lyons during 
World War II. 


A naturalized Bolivian with the assumed name Klaus 
Altmann, Barbie is now a prosperous businessman in the 
city of Cochabamba, 250 miles east of La Paz. 
He was condemned to death in absentia twice by French 
courts after being found guilty of engineering the deaths of 
approximately 100,000 French Jews and 20,000 resistance 
fighters in Nazi concentration camps. 
French prosecutors charged him with personally torturing 
to death resistance leader Jean Moulin and other under­ 
ground officials during the war. 
Legal sources said the court, meeting in the city of Sucre, 
ruled against the extradition appeal because France has no 
extradition treaty with Bolivia. The government, however, 
has yet to announce the decision officially. 
The decision in Sucre, 420 miles southeast of La Paz, was 
one of the last by the jurists. President Hugo Banzer 
announced plans to replace all 12 on Monday as part of an 
overhaul of Bolivia’s judicial system. 
Barbie's identity was discovered in Peru in 1971 by Beate 
Klarsfeld, a noted German Nazi hunter, but he slipped 
across the border to Bolivia before an extradition appeal 
could be organized. 
Peru sought his extradition for alleged black market 
money dealings. Barbie spent eight months in prison before 
the Peruvian bid was denied. 
Barbie's troubles are not over, however. Bolivia’s chief 
prosecutor has ruled that his naturalization is invalid 
because of false papers. If his case goes to court, Barbie may­ 
be expelled.

“ We will present him with 


the widest range of options 
that will include the possi­ 
bilities in the mandatory 
range that he might have at 
his disposal now or at some 
later date if they become 
needed," Zarb said, 
Zarb will meet with Interior 
Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton and other energy ad­ 
visers at Camp David Satur­ 
day while Ford is in the 
Caribbean 
for talks with 
French President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing. 
The recently confirmed 
FEA chief said on the CBS 
Morning News the President 


has asked for birth mandatory 
and voluntary measures to 
consider in a new energy plan 
which he is expected to sub­ 
mit to Congress early next 
year 
But Zarb emphasized that 
any alternative to the 
President’s current strictly 
voluntary program must be 
“ clear, concise, crisp" and 
must have the support of the 
American people in order to 
work. 
A heavy extra gasoline tax, 
he said, will not work because 
it does not have consumer 
support.

(Third in a series) 
By M urray Olderm an 
NEW YORK - (NEA) -

a lousy return on investment, 
say the owners.

They cite fig­ 
ures — a piddling $100 mil­ 
lion of business annually. 
But pro football has per­

because of the most concerted 
merchandising in the history 
of sports, an effort ow copied 
by other sports. And the* NFL 
meticulously guards this 
bonanza, 
which 
goes 
far 
beyond mere television and 
gate revenues. 
When General Mills, for in­ 
stance, wanted use of the 
NFL logotype on premium 
pormotions, it paid $20,000 
for the privilege. And when 
General Mills wanted to hon­ 
or the N FL rookies of the 
year, N FL Properties insisted 
that the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame (for whom it is a licens­ 
ing agent) be paid a fee for its 
part in selecting the winners.

nets a modest $50,000 a year 
in profits, also published six 
hardcover books last year, in­ 
cluding the Official N FL En­ 
cyclopedia, a $14.95 item, 
and 12 hard and soft cover 


books this year, plus various 
paperbacks. It got into pub­ 
lishing in 1969 with "The 
First 50 Years," which has 
sol d 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 c o p i e s , a 
phenomenal figure for a $15 
coffee table book. 
Where is all this money 
going? The clubs average only 
$12,000 annually from Prop­ 
erties. The bulk is designed 
for N FL Charities, created 
last year by Rozelle, with 
Ethel Kennedy among those 
on the administrative board. 
Rozelle expects eventually 
to develop $2.5 million a year 
for Charities from exhibition 
games and merchandising re­ 
ceipts. "The pension plan in 
football started with $25,000 
in bubble gum money," he 
said, “ and you see where that 
went."

His real function is tele­ 
vision. Rozelle hired him in 
1968 to prepare the league 
television packages with the 
three networks.

The N FL is the only 
supplier of live programming 
on all three networks." 


The N FL is in the second 
year of a four-year TV rights 
deal which nets each team a 
round figure of $2 million 
annually.

So when ABC 
charges $96,000 a minute to 
sponsors of its Monday night 
games, the N FL wants to 
keep those sponsors happy.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — John D. Ehrlichman has rested his Watergate 
cover-iv case, claiming Richard Nixon deceived and misled him but denying 
hotly that he is ducking his own guilt by blaming the former President for 
everything. 
Ehlichman’s appearance on the witness stand at the coverup trial Thursday 
ended much as it began four days before. 
“ My defense is that I am innocent of the charges the government has 
brought against me ... that are not supported by the facts," he said 
indignantly after the prosecution charged his only defense was to blame 
others. 
Ehrlichman’s lawyers rested their case on his words, scrapping plans to play 
fresh excerpts from White House tapes and electing not to call any witnesses 
to vouch for his reputation. 
Witnesses for the fourth of the five defendants —former Assistant Attorney 
General Robert C. Mardian —were on call today. 
The first was former Attorney General Richard G. Kleindienst, who 
conceded that within hours of the June 17, 1972, bugging arrests, he was told 
of the involvement of the White House and the Committee for the Re-Election 
of the President. 
Kleindienst said he told no one in his own Justice Department. 
He said the word came from G. Gordon Liddy, later convicted for the 
bugging, told him at Burning Tree Country Club that “ employes of the White 
House or the campaign committee" had been arrested in the Watergate office 
building. 
Liddy said he had a message from John Mitchell, Kleindienst’s predecessor 


and Nixon’s campaign manager: get the men out of jail. He said he angnly 
rejected the overture. 
“ I disbelieved Mitchell had given those instructions, and I do today,” 
Kleindienst said. Mitchell, also on trial, denied that he issued such 
instructions.
